PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
Cholera — Plague — Manila. 

The following information has been received from Asst. Surg. Duffy, 
of the United States Public-Health Service, acting chief quarantine 
officer for the Philippine Islands : Cholera and plague have been noti- 
fied, in Manila as follows: Week ended July 25, 1914, cholera, 6 cases 
with 3 deaths; plague, 1 case with 1 death. Week ended August 
1, 1914, cholera, 10 cases with 9 deaths. 

The case of plague notified during the week ended July 25, 1914, 
occurred at 801 Calle Jaboneros, which is on the outskirts of the 
district which was a focus of infection some months previously and in 
which plague rats were found. It occurred nearer the water front 
than any previous case. The patient, a Chinese house boy, was 
taken sick July 22, and immediately removed to the San Lazaro 
Hospital, where he died on the night of July 23, 1914. Autopsy and 
laboratory findings confirmed the diagnosis of plague. 
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
